MANY  DUTCH  WORLD  WAR  II  COINS  MELTED 


According  to  Utrecht  Mint  Director  Dr.  Ir.  M.  van  den  Brandhof,  90%  of 
Netherlands  coins  struck  in  the  United  States  during  the  Second  World 
War  have  been  melted  and  returned  to  the  U.S.  as  silver  bars  in  par- 
tial payment  of  lend-lease  obligations.  Now  difficult  to  find  (1972) 
are  coins  of  the  Netherlands:  1944D  and  1945P  silver  10  cents;  1945P 

silver  25  cents;  and  1945P  silver  1 gulden. 


Now,  in  1981,  we  can  add  to  it  the  unknown  numbers  of  silver  coins 
melted  in  the  "melt  Maddness"  of  1979-1980. 
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IN  THE  EYE  OF  THE  BEHOLDER:  COINS  AS  AN  ART  FORM

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  coins  have  artistic  merit,  as  epito- 
mized by  the  dekadrachms  of  Syracuse  and  other  Sicilian  issues  attri- 
buted to  Euainetos,  Cimon,  Heracleidas  and  Eucleidas.  The  great  Ita- 
lian medals  of  the  Renaissance  and  Thomas  Simon's  "Petition  Crown" 
stand  in  favorable  comparison  to  all  classic  art  forms.  It  may  not  be 
within  the  means  of  the  average  numismatist  to  acquire  such  renowned 
specimens  as  grace  museums,  but  it  is  possible  to  find  less  ostenta- 
tious counterparts  in  any  assemblage  of  coins. 

There  is  no  need  to  seek  professional  advice  in  order  to  appreciate 
the  visual  appeal  of  certain  coins,  and  certainly  no  requirement  of 
unanimity  in  judgement.  A display  of  coins  based  on  artistic  merit 
should  reflect  the  response  they  elicited  in  the  mind  of  the  collec- 
tor. He  need  not  apologize  if  others  disagree  with  his  choice,  and, 
unless  his  standards  are  quite  abnormal,  he  will  find  a responsive 
chord  being  struck  among  a majority  of  viewers. 

The  plasticity  of  the  coinage  medium  has  prompted  its  extention  into 
forms,  such  as  medals,  which  have  no  fiscal  function.  It  may  be  sus- 
pected that  some  current  issues  which  are  very  carefully  designed  and 
struck  are  being  offered  as  objets  de  art , even  though  they  may  bear 
a nominal  value  in  working  currency.  However,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
patronize  deliberate  visual  appeal  in  order  to  raise  a coin  above  its 
first  purpose  as  a medium  of  exchange. 

There  are  many  factors  which  might  influence  the  selection  of  a coin 
as  having  artistic  merit.  Size  is  a peculiarly  human  classification 
which  carries  weight.  Many  Greek  obols,  fractional  staters,  and  hemi- 
drachms  are  as  cunningly  and  meticulously  designed  as  the  massive 
dekadrachms,  but  they  suffer  from  the  limitations  of  human  perception. 
A number  of  minor  coins  would  achieve  classic  proportions  if  they 
could  be  expanded  to  40  mm.  diameter.  It  is  no  accident  that  crown- 
size  coins  have  an  added  visual  appeal  strong  enough  to  create  a cate- 
gory of  collector  interest.

This  one  is  antiqued 
silvered  Bronze. 


The  material  from  which  a coin  is  made  has  a strong  influence  on  ar- 
tistic judgement.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  most  designs  are  en- 
hanced by  the  nobility  of  the  metal  in  which  they  are  executed.  It 
is  possible  for  a superb  craftsman  to  incorporate  the  nature  of  his 
medium  into  the  style  of  his  work,  such  that  a rendering  in  bronze 
could  not  be  reproduced  without  loss  of  artistic  sense.  For  example, 
when  size  reaches  massive  proportions  bronze  may  be  required  to  sub- 
ordinate the  effect  of  the  medium  to  the  message  of  the  design. 

Difficulty  of  execution  may  contribute  to  the  artistic  qualities  of 
a coin.  It  was  the  high  relief  achieved  by  Athenian  engravers  that 
brought  the  coins  of  Sicily  into  contemporary  prominence  and  made 
them  valued  specimens  in  the  cabinets  of  Roman  emperors.  Modern 
coining  methods,  plus  the  market  requirements  for  ease  in  stacking 
and  reduction  in  wear,  have  reduced  the  degree  of  freedom  avail- 
able to  designers.  Design  limitations  have  also  reduced  oppor- 
tunities and  innovations  to  such  an  extant  that  even  the  work  of 
the  finest  mints  has  an  opressive  monotony  about  it. 


.4  dupor.dius  of  Severus  Alexander  (AD  222-235)  which 
derives  its  attractiveness  from  a symmetrical , crisp 
strike , and  an  attractive  green  patina  which  also 
commands  a premium.  Corrosion , which  is  not  detri- 
mental to  a coin 3 requires  a favorable  combination 
of  alloy  composition  and  environmental  conditions. 

Some  artistic  quality  is  found  in  unfamiliarity.  Many  coins  have  eso- 
teric aspects  associated  with  their  country  of  origin,  manner  of  exe- 
cution, or  specialty  of  purpose.  Artistic  merit  in  daily  pocket  change 
is  often  overlooked  and,  even  if  appreciated,  may  be  taken  for  granted. 

Superior  condition,  so  important  to  the  British  school  of  numismatics, 
may  make  an  otherwise  drab  and  familiar  coinage  quite  beautiful  if 
rarely  in  evidence.  Sometimes  it  is  difficult  for  spectators  to 
equate  uncirculated  older  United  States  coins  with  those  of  average 
condition,  and  to  realize  that  they  are  indeed  the  same  thing.  It  is 
common  practice  to  refer  to  the  gem-like  quality  of  coins  in  superb 
condition,  and  the  simile  is  apt. 

Even  though  wear  is  often  destructive  to  artistic  appeal  in  coins, 
some  specimens  may  be  transformed  by  natural  causes  into  things  of 
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beauty.  Ancient  bronzes  are  enhanced  by  a fine,  green  patina,  and  uni- 
formly toned  silver  is  sought  after  in  other  artifacts  than  coins. 
Barbarous  and  primitive  coinages  which  might  be  properly  criticized 
as  to  their  workmanship  and  execution  become  attractive  when  they 
carry  the  badges  of  venerable  age  or  rustic  use. 


This  is  an  example  of  a very  common  coin  rendered 
attractive  by  the  alloy  in  which  it  was  struck,  in 
this  case  iron  (German  5 pfg.  1920  J).  The  obverse 
was  sufficiently  sparkling  and  crisp  in  appearance 
to  merit  preservation  of  the  coin  by  a non-collector. 

Few  nations  have  succeeded  in  deliberately  striking  a beautiful  coin- 
age, but  almost  all  have  passed  through  a period  of  unaffected  vigor 
and  social  expression  which  carried  into  their  currency.  It  is  not 
surprising,  therefore,  that  early  issues  often  receive  higher  marks 
than  later  sophisticated  efforts  incorporating  identical  themes  and 
designs.  Even  though  the  emphasis  on  early  style  is  most  often  men- 
tioned with  respect  to  ancient  coins,  the  same  attributes  of  simple 
genius  may  be  found  in  later  cultures. 

Whenever  a coin  is  selected  as  having  artistic  qualities  it  is  given 
added  value,  and  it  would  be  well  if  all  deserving  specimens  received 
critical  evaluation  for  their  merit  as  works  of  art.  Any  numismatist 
is  qualified  to  praise  coins  on  the  basis  of  their  visual  appeal  and 
the  right,  and  obligation,  to  state  the  reasons  for  his  judgement. 

Even  if  professional  critics  do  not  concur  with  his  selection,  they 
will  have  been  stimulated  to  consider  the  matter  and,  perhaps,  to  offer 
their  own  opinions  and  choices. 


A porcelain  medal  celebrating  the  80th  birthday  of 
German  President  von  Hindenburg.  This  is  a deliberate 
artwork  sold  in  a presentation  case  of  six  specimens. 
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The  illustrations  which  accompany  this  article  represent  the  judgement 
of  a single  individual.  The  captions  explain  the  reasons  for  the  se- 
lection. More  importantly,  the  selections  were  made  from  a limited 
collection  such  as  might  be  in  the  hands  of  any  numismatist,  and  the 
majority  have  no  reputation  for  artistic  merit. 

For  those  who  would  prefer  the  judgement  of  others  than  themselves  in 
matters  of  art,  there  are  surprising  numbers  of  available  coins  and 
medals  which  have  been  officially  blessed,  or  have  received  a favor- 
able consensus  of  opinion  with  respect  to  their  artistic  stature. 


A Russian  medal  commemorating  the  fallen  of  the  Great 
Patriotic  War,  1941-1943,  produced  in  a gilded  cast 
aluminum.  Even  though  mass-produced  and  inexpensive, 
the  stark  simplicity  of  this  medal  is  compelling . An- 
other typically  Soviet  attribute  is  its  size  - 62  nm. 

Perhaps  the  most  conservative  approach  to  a display  of  coins  as  art 
is  to  provide  a nucleus  of  specimens  of  acknowledged  merit,  to  which 
may  be  added  those  whose  beauty  is  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder.  That, 
it  must  be  confessed,  is  what  has  been  done  here.

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THE  PIED  PIPER 
OF  HAMELN

The  north  German  city  of  Hameln  (pop.  50,000),  located  on  the  banks  of 
the  Weser  River  northeast  of  Detmold  in  the  present  State  of  Upper  Sax- 
only,  was  first  known  in  the  8th  century  when  monks  from  the  cloister 
at  Fulda  founded  a monastery  there.  Under  Karl  the  Great  Hameln  be- 
came a fortress  city  and  grew  steadily  in  importance  due  to  its  stra- 
tegic location  in  the  Weser  River  valley.  It  achieved  further  import- 
ance under  Duke  Albrecht  von  Branschweig  during  the  Middle  Ages,  but 
suffered  severely  from  the  ravages  of  the  30  Years  War  (1618-1648)  and 
from  bombing  in  World  War  II. 

The  buildings  of  the  town  are  typical  of  the  late  16th  and  early  17th 
century  renaissance  style  characterized  by  rams  horn  scroll  work  carv- 
ings and  pinnacled  gables,  delicately  decorated  stone,  and  dormer  win- 
dows. Hameln  has  a wealth  of  architectural  treasures  including  the 
Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Bonifatius  which  has  a crypt  from  the  first 
half  of  the  11th  century,  the  marriage  house  built  between  1610  and 
1617  for  citizens  wedding  receptions,  Dempter  House  built  in  1607, 

Canonry  half-timbered  house  from  the  16th  century  with  corbels  carved 
as  gargoyles,  and  the  ratcatchers  house  dating  from  1603. 

Hameln  has  a special  place  in  German  and  world  folk  lore  made  famous 
by  Johann  Wolfgang  von  Goethe  (1749-1832)  and  Robert  Browning  (1812- 
1889)  in  "The  Pied  Piper  of  Hameln".  From  June  to  September  every 
Sunday  at  noon  there  is  a re-enactment  of  this  legend,  which  dates  from 
1284,  when  a mysterious  man  in  multicolored  clothes  appeared  and  offer- 
ed to  rid  the  town  of  a plague  of  rats  and  mice  for  a reward.  Accord- 
ing to  the  story,  he  played  his  pipes  and  all  the  rats  and  mice  came 
out  and  followed  him  to  the  Weser  River  where  they  were  drowned.  How- 
ever, the  reward  was  not  forthcoming  as  the  townspeople,  now  rid  of 
their  plague  of  rodents,  reneged  on  the  agreement. 

In  revenge  the  piper  returned  on  Sunday  while  everyone  was  at  church, 
played  his  pipes  again,  this  time  all  the  children  followed  him,  a total 
of  130  according  to  some  versions,  only  to  disappear  forever.  Only 
two  did  not  go,  one  dumb  and  the  other  blind. 

Probably  a more  accurate  historical  version  is  that  due  to  overpopulation 
in  the  13th  century,  the  authorities  sent  a group  of  young  people  to 
found  a new  colony  far  to  the  east  and  they  never  returned.  However, 
it  would  be  most  regrettable  to  permit  historical  accuracy  to  demolish 
so  charming  a legend! 

As  with  other  towns  and  cities  of  Germany,  Hameln  suffered  severely  from 
the  impact  of  the  hyperinflation  which  reached  a frightening  climax  in 
1922-23,  and  as  with  other  towns  in  Germany  and  Austria,  it  issued 
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emergency  paper  notes  (notgeld)  to  keep  commerce  from  failing  entirely. 
Of  this  emergency  money,  probably  the  most  interesting  are  those  re- 
lating to  major  events  in  the  various  towns  and  cities  such  as  the  pied 
piper  legend,  depicted  on  the  "Serienscheine"  notes  of  1921-22.  These 
were  issued  in  several  series,  all  colorful  and  interesting.

One  series  of  50  Pfennig  notes  in  reds,  greens,  blues  and  yellows  de- 
picts the  events  of  the  piper's  coming  and  offer  of  help  to  his  depart- 
ure leading  the  children  away  from  the  town.  Rather  crude,  these  are 
dated  1 April  1922.

A private  issue  by  the  Munster  Cafe  Diele  in  red  and  green  50  and  25 
Pfennig  respectively  shows  the  Piper  leading  the  children  out  the  city 
gate.  Two  verses  of  the  Piper's  song  appear  in  the  upper  right  as 
follows :

Rats  form  a wreath  surrounding  a 
cello,  coffee  cup  and  wine  glass! 

Another  series  of  notes  (not  illus- 
trated) shows  the  gravestone  memorial 
to  another  unusual  happening  in  this 
town  of  wonders!  Called  the  "Seven 
Infants  Memorial"  it  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Be  it  known!  A citizen,  Thiele 
Romer  by  name,  and  his  well  known 
wife,  Anna  Breyers , in,  as  man 
counts,  the  year  1600,  on  the  9th 
of  January  in  the  morning  at  3 
o'clock  from  here  were  bom  two  little  boys  one  at  a time  and  five 
little  girls.  They  also  received  holy  baptism. 

"On  the  following  20th  at  12  o'clock  their  spirits  died.  God  willed 
to  give  them  the  peace  that  is  prepared  for  all  believers." 

On  the  obverse  it  reads:  "This  voucher  will  be  redeemed  by  our  treas- 

ury. It  loses  its  value  one  month  after  notice  in  the  Hameln  news- 
papers . 

Of  all  these  series  of  notes,  perhaps  the  more  interesting  is  the  50 
Pfennig  dated  1 April  1922,  of  the  first  series  cited  above,  issued  as 
a voucher  by  the  city.  At  that  late  date  it  is  doubtful  if  50  Pfennigs 
had  any  purchasing  power  at  all  and  the  artistic  inclusion  of  scarcely 
legible  affirmation  of  the  vouchers  worth  and  longevity  lures  the  ob- 
server to  see  the  omnipresent  rats  on  the  note  as  the  artist's  own  con- 
cept of  the  state  of  Hameln 's  and  the  national  economy!  His  own  cynical, 
pessimistic  outlook  on  life  is  depicted  as  only  a hooded  skeleton  left 
to  watch  the  evil  piper  surrounded  by  the  rats  he  pipes  out  of  town  to 
their  hoped  for  destruction.  Even  the  sun  says  only  "ratcatcher”  and 
seems  unable  to  lighten  the  depraved  scene.  Somehow  the  issuing  town 
council  has  not  seen  fit  even  to  alter  the  position  of  the  50  Pfennig 
designation  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner;  surely  it  was  seen  to  be  up- 
side down!  Only  stylized  flowers  vie  with  the  mice  to  liven  the 
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depressing  scene.  Given  that  the  little  note  had  no  intrinsic  value, 
it  is  a gem  of  irony  and  must  have  helped  relieve  the  frustrations  of 
at  least  the  artist  "PAB".  It  is  hoped  that  amused  collectors  also 
rewarded  his  efforts  and  straight  forward  presentation  of  the  plight 
of  the  Hameln  and  the  German  economy  plagued  by  the  "rats  of  inflation"

IMMORTALITY

Immortality  - We  regret  that  you  won't  find  this  item  in  our  Bulletins. 
Not  in  our  area,  so  to  speak.  Immortality  can  be  found  in  your  own 
home.  Not  for  you  or  yours,  but  for  your  collection. 

Ercole  Gnecchi  of  Milan  died  sometime  between  1920-1926.  We  could  not 
even  find  his  obituary.  Ercole  and  Francis  were  an  extraordinary 
brother  team  that  performed  rather  remarkable  numismatic  works.  After 
80  years  we  can  only  speculate  why  Ercole  arranged  to  have  his  personal 
collection  auctioned  by  L & L Hamburger  at  Frankfurt/M  in  Germany  be- 
tween 1901-1903.  Why  didn't  he  entrust  this  task  to  any  of  the  pres- 
tigious contemporary  Italian  auction  houses? 

At  that  time  the  Germans  had  a reputation  and  dedication  to  very  de- 
tailed descriptions.  Minor  coins  were  given  attention  and  usually  de- 
scriptions were  much  superior  to  that  given  in  the  Rossi  collection. 

Today  Ercole  Gnecchi  is  almost  alive  in  the  form  of  the  sales  catalog 
of  his  collection.  It  has  served  as  the  average  collector's  guide  to 
Italian  numismatics.  Somehow,  almost  all  of  the  old  Italian  coins  you 
will  come  across  are  in  this  one  book!  There  is  nothing  else  available 
except  for  the  massive  20  volume  C.N.I.,  about  the  physical  bulk  of 
2 sets  of  Encyclopedia  Brittanica  and  about  $2000.00  for  the  reprint. 

Gnecchi 's  collection  is  alive  and  well  today  because  he  kept  detailed 
records.  Many  of  you  out  there  have  wonderful  collections  and  have 
the  ability  to  at  least  duplicate  Gnecchi 's  feat. 

A good  method  is  to  use  large  4x5  index  cards  with  one  for  each  coin 
giving  date,  about  where  and  when  acquired,  price  paid,  description 
and  reference  catalog  numbers.  Include  a photograph  or  rubbing  pasted 
on  the  cards.  Also  start  an  index  card  file  using  3x5  cards  for  your 
own  reference  library. 

Numismatics  must  be  kept  alive  in  these  hazardous  (to  our  hobby)  period 
when  big  money  and  investor  speculators  are  depriving  us  of  our  numis- 
matic heritage;  those  wonderful  coins,  medals  and  tokens  that  once 
delighted  us  so.

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PUERTO  RICO:  Types  of  Food  Stamp  Change  Tokens 

by  Jerry  F.  Schirmiel , San  Francisco,  Calif.,  NI  ft 1822 

In  the  middle  or  late  1960s  the  Federal  Food  Stamp  Plan  was  introduced 
in  Puerto  Rico  as  it  was  in  most  mainland  states  and  two  territories, 
Guam  and  the  Virgin  Islands  (these  will  be  discussed  in  a future  ar- 
ticle) . The  stamps  - actually  large  coupons  - are  used  by  those  per- 
sons eligible  to  purchase  certain  foods  at  a discount.  Merchants  re- 
deem these  coupons  for  cash  from  the  state  and  federal  governments. 
Other  than  for  a l*s  year  period  between  January  1971  and  March  1972, 
merchants  participating  in  the  redemption  of  the  Food  Stamps  were  re- 
quired to  give  change  amounting  to  less  than  fifty  cents  only  in  their 
tokens,  paper  scrip  or  other  forms  of  IOU's.  While  the  dates  of  issue 
are  not  certain  these  pieces  were  used  roughly  from  the  inception  of 
the  program  to  January  1979,  except  for  the  one  and  a quarter  year  gap 
mentioned  earlier.  All  change  must  now  be  given  in  US  Currency.  The 
tokens  and  paper  script  are  at  present  obsolete. 

In  Puerto  Rico  as  elsewhere  the  largest  numbers  of  tokens  issued  were 
between  1972  and  1979.  It  is  my  personal  impression  that  tokens  were 
used  far  more  widely  on  the  island  than  on  the  mainland  where  paper 
scrip  predominated.  . The  vast  majority  of  tokens  issued  were  made  of 
plastic.  The  most  common  series  were  manufactured  by  the  Personalized 
Plastics  Company  (PPCo)  - now  Plasco  of  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin. 


There  is  one  known  wood  series  from  a store  in  Cabo  Roja,  P.R. 

Some  metal  tokens  were  used  in  large  chain  stores  like  Grand  Union  and 
which  were  used  on  the  mainland  as  well.  Paper  Tokens  were  not  used  in 
any  significant  way  in  Puerto  Rico. 

My  own  collection  and  those  of  Puerto  Rican  collectors  suggest  that 
nearly  every  town  and  locality  on  the  island  is  represented  by  at 
least  one  store's  issue  of  tokens.  There  are  at  least  49  localities  re- 
presented by  tokens  and  considerably  more  in  the  collections  of  others. 

In  my  view  this  represents  a significant  new  series  in  that  small  neigh- 
borhood grocery  stores,  "colmados"  located  in  many  "Barrios"  and  "Bar- 
riadas"  (Districts  or  Neighborhoods)  and  "Urbanizaciones"  are  leaving

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an  important  legacy  to  the  island,  and  one  in  which  collectors  of  every 
means  can  become  involved.  It  will  be  a series  far  more  representative 
of  Puerto  Rico  localities  than  any  previous  series,  and  this  article 
surveys  only  a few  of  the  major  types  of  tokens  used. 

The  most  common  series  are  the  28  mm.  tokens  made  by  the  PPCo.  Typi- 
cally the  come  in  I cent  (black) , 5C  (green) , IOC  (blue) , 25C  (red) , 
and  50c  (pink) , although  later  issues  were  in  other  colors  like  yellow 
and  white.  The  legends  are  usually  in  heat-pressed  white  letters  except 
for  the  later  issues  which  used  black,  red  and  gold.  The  reverses  are 
all  standard  with  two  major  Spanish  language  types  exemplified  by  the

Another  larger  token  type  (32  mm)  shown  above  is  from  the  Supermercado 
Rosa  in  Hatillo,  P.R.  It  was  probably  made  by  the  same  firm,  but  that 
is  only  my  personal  conjecture  because  of  the  legend.  Colors  of  plas- 
tic used  for  this  type  were  white,  red,  yellow,  green  and  blue,  and 
were  printed  in  gold.  Reverses  were  frequently  blank  and  only  the  store 
name  and  denomination  are  on  the  obverse.  The  plastic  is  generally  of 
a better  quality.

Colors  I have  seen  in  this  series  are  buff,  white,  and  yellow,  some- 
times with  stock  reverses  and  a variety  of  colors  in  the  legends. 
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The  larger  type  has  a raised  rim  (above  token) , although  like  the  pre- 
ceeding  types  the  legend  is  imprinted  with  a heat  process.  (I  have  se- 
veral mainland  cocktail  lounge  tokens  in  my  collection  which  have  used 
this  type  of  token. )The  makers  are  so  far  unknown. 


Another  plastic,  rimless  type  is  similar  to  that  of  the  PPCo  pieces 
— Supermercado  Del  Pueblo,  located  in  Camuy,  is  an  illustrated  ex- 
ample. Its  plastic  is  of  better  quality  than  that  of  PPCo.,  although

the  designs  are  less  uniform.  They  come  in  a variety  of  shapes  and 
sizes.  (A  number  of  mainland  firms  make  this  kind  of  token,  mainly 
for  bars.) 


The  last  plastic  item,  from  Arroyca,  Inc.  - has  raised  letters  and  rim. 
It  is  about  32  mm.  wide  and  its  manufacturer  is  likewise  unknown.

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The  Supermereados  Co-Op  reverse  reads:  "Not  Negotiable/  1$  / Re- 
deemable only  / for  Eligible  foods  / in  the  Co-Op  Supermarkets . " 


The  manufacturer  of  the  Co-Op  lq  token  (above)  is  unknown. 

This  survey  should  give  those  interested  in  Puerto  Rico  numismatics 
some  glimpse  into  a vast  new  exo-numismatic  field,  and  one  I feel  is 
more  highly  representative  of  local  contemporary  history  than  any 
series  known  before.  In  pulling  together  this  information  I am  in- 
debted to  Dr.  F.  J.  Zamora  of  Mayaguez,  Jose  B.  Andreu  of  Rio  Pied- 
ras  and  Pablo  Rodriguez  of  Morovis,  among  others.

On  July  14,  1965  Ghana  introduced  a decimal  system  into  its  monetary 
system,  replacing  the  Sterling  system.  The  Cedi  was  equal  to  100 
Pesewas  ($1.17  in  US  currency).  A New  Cedi  was  introduced  in  1967 
(Feb.  23)  and  equalled  1.2  (1965)  Cedis. 


Cedi  is  derived  from  Sedi  or  Cowry.  It  was  chosen  because  it  reflect- 
ed the  use  of  the  cowry  shells  as  a previous  money  of  account  for  many 
years.  (The  Cowry  is  a mollusk  found  in  warm  salt  water  areas  and  its 
various  shells  were  used  throughout  much  of  Africa.) 
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GUAM  AND  THE  U.S.  VIRGIN  I S . : More  on  Food  Stamp  Tokens

This  is  a brief  sequel  to  a previous  article  on  Food  Stamp  Change  To- 
ken types  used  by  Puerto  Rico  stores.  Similar  pieces  were  used  as 
well  on  Guam  and  in  the  Virgin  Islands,  two  U.S.  overseas  territories. 
Insofar  as  information  is  available,  only  the  three  possessions  be- 
sides the  mainland  and  other  states  had  a Food  Stamp  Program,  and 
there  were  probably  no  tokens  for  American  Samoa,  the  other  Pacific 
Islands  or  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  tokens  shown  here  are  further  examples  of  pieces  manufactured  by 
the  Personalized  Plastics  Company  (now  Plasco)  of  La  Crosse,  Wiscon- 
sin. All  tokens  are  of  varying  colors  of  plastic,  28  mm.  in  diameter 
with  no  raised  rim  and  legends  made  by  a heat-pressure  process. 


Two  Guamian  Food  Stamp  Change  Tokens.  Pedro’s  and  Camp  Dealey  are 
both  1 $ tokens.  Pedro's  token  is  shown  with  obverse  only. 


The  Pedro's  token  was  issued  by  Pedro's  Market  actually  located  in 
Barrigada,  a suburb  of  Agana,  the  capital  city.  The  P.0,  box  number 
is  apparently  a mailing  address.  The  Camp  Dealey  token,  also  a lq  piece 
has  a reverse  design  the  same  as  used  on  Pedro's  Market  Token. 


The  Obando  S.M.  50c  token  was  used  in  two  locations  in  Frederiksted 
on  St.  Croix  in  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands.  "S.M."  stands  for  "super- 
markets" .

(Ed. : The  following  two  replies  were  received  by  presstime  regarding 

the  token  published  in  this  column  in  the  June  1981  issue  (p.168).) 

Regarding  the  second  token  on  page  168  of  the  June  issue,  here  is  at 
least  some  information  retrieved  from  memory  of  days  long  gone. 

Brigitte  Helm  was  a movie  star  in  Germany  in  the  late  twenties  or  early 
thirties.  U.F.A.  is  the  Abbreviation  for  Universum  Film  A.G.  (A.G. 
stands  for  Aktien  Gesellschaf t , or  a company  having  sold  shares  to 
the  public).  It  was  one  of  the  biggest,  if  not  the  biggest,  German 
film  studios.  It  was  founded  in  1917  and  played  a dominant  role  under 
the  Nazi  regime.  It  is  easily  possible  that  there  was  an  Italian 
branch  of  the  German  company  though  Brigitte  Helm  was  to  the  best  of 
my  recollection  no  Italian  but  German.

Hollywood  transported  much  of  Germany's  greats  for  its  golden  age  in 
the  1930 's.  Movies  were  truly  international  before  sound  when  only 
emotion  and  imagery  were  seen,  felt  and  understood  without  any  language 
around  the  world.  Miss  Helm  was  one  of  the  great  beauties  of  the  sil- 
ent era.  Her  movies  were  captioned  in  many  languages  and  seen  around 
the  world. 

No  articles  of  any  caliber  has  ever  been  done  on  motion  picture  tokens 
of  Europe  or  the  United  States.  If  you  are  a movie  buff.... here  might 
be  a rewarding  numismatic  and  historical  challenge.

ACKEY  - English  colonial  silver  coin  issued  by  the  African  Company  on 
the  Gold  Coast  of  Africa  from  1791  to  1818.  A Half  Ackey  was  also 
struck.  It  was  a native  term  used  as  a money  standard  denoting  20 
grains  of  gold  dust.  The  silver  coins  featured  the  royal  monogram  on 
obverse  and  the  arms  of  the  African  Company  on  reverse.  It  is  derived 
from  AKEE,  a native  seed  of  Guinea.  It  equalled  8 Takoe. 

The  1796  coin  issue  was  minted  by  Soho,  Birmingham,  England.  The  1818 
issue  was  minted  by  Thomas  Halliday. 
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NETHERLANDS  VARIETIES  understanding  the  difference

During  World  War  II  various  United  States  mints  struck  coins  for  the 
Dutch  government  "in  exile".  These  coins  were  intended  to  be  used 
after  the  liberation  of  the  Netherlands.  One  of  these  coins,  is  the 
silver  Gulden  of  Queen  Wilhelmina  (Y— 46) , dated  1944.  These  coins  were 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  and  come  in  two  distinct  varieties. 

They  are  illustrated  below: 


Type  with  normal  legend 
The  scarcer  "extended  legend" 


Type  with  extended  legend 

variety  has  the  following  characteristics: 


1.  On  the  obverse:  the  last  two  letters  in  the  word  "NEDERLANDEN" 

extend  under  the  truncation  of  the  neck. 

2.  On  the  reverse:  the  numbers  in  the  date  are  closer  together 

and  the  "J"  in  the  word  "KONINGRIJK"  has  a distinct  upwards 
curl . 


The  extended  legend  variety  of  the  1944  Gulden  is  by  far  the  scarcer  of 
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the  two  types.  I have  seen  only  a "handfull"  (less  than  10)  of  this 
variety  in  more  than  twenty  years  of  collecting  Netherlands  coinage. 

The  normal  legend  type  has  in  the  past  been  reasonably  easy  to  find  in 
the  United  States;  while  being  quite  scarce  in  Europe.  This  is  prob- 
ably due  to  the  fact  that  many  U.S.  servicemen  brought  back  some  of 
these  coins  as  souvenirs,  after  the  liberation  of  Europe.  Apparently, 
these  1944  Gulden  coins  circulated  in  the  southern  Netherlands  for  only 
a short  period  after  the  liberation.  They  were  quickly  hoarded  as  a 
result  of  the  significant  disparity  between  the  German  occupation  paper 
Gulden  and  the  pre-war  silver  Gulden.

DO  YOU  COLLECT  FOREIGN? 

by  Richard  C.  Nagel , NI  §1820 

Although  I have  been  collecting  coins  and  stamps  for  almost  twenty-five 
years,  I have  been  a serious  collector  for  only  the  last  five  years.  I 
started  the  hobby  when  I was  very  young.  How  many  readers  remember 
what  came  in  ceral  boxes  so  many’  years  ago?  Right  the  first  time,  lit- 
tle packets  of  foreign  coins.  Some  collectors,  not  interested  in  for- 
eign coins,  thought  of  foreign  materials,  paper  money  and  exonumia  as 
just  that  - an  incentive  to  get  children  to  eat  their  cereal. 

Foreign  material  is  coming  into  its  own  right;  as  auction  figures  are 
showing  (Cromwell  Crown,  etc.).  Many  collectors  are  now  realizing  the 
potential  of  foreign  material  and  of  changing  the  stigma  that  they  had 
formerly  had  against  anaything  of  a foreign  nature. 

This  collector  likes  foreign  materials  for  other  reasons.  Many  people 
do  not  realize  that  foreign  coins,  paper  money,  etc.  tell  about  history, 
show  us  how  people  looked  and  dressed  so  long  ago.  Numismatics  even 
expresses  to  us  how  a country  developed,  and  its  struggle  for  independ- 
ence. The  craftsmanship  and  cultural  beauty  of  a country  is  reflected 
in  their  coinage.  Their  aesthetic  attraction  and  educational  experience 
is  a tremendous  draw  for  many  serious  collectors  such  as  myself.  Even 
the  so-called  "non-coins",  or  "proof  only  for  collectors"  coins  are 
interesting.  An  example  is  to  be  found  in  the  coins  of  Trinidad  and 
Tobago.  As  you  hold  them  in  your  hand,  you  hear  the  island  music  and 
the  rhythmic  sounds  of  the  drums.  The  beautiful  birds  depicted  on  the 
coins  of  Belize  and  the  British  Virgin  Islands  seem  ready  to  fly  from 
their  perches  in  the  exotic  trees  and  burst  into  melodious  song. 

Coins  relating  to  your  ancestry  may  also  be  collected.  This  writer's 
heritage  is  rooted  in  Germany,  therefore  Germanic  materials  are  of  the 
utmost  interest.  The  meticulous  craftsmanship  of  the  German  people  is 
outstanding  in  their  coinage  and  other  collectibles. 

When  asked  by  other  stamp  and  coin  aficionados,  "Do  you  collect  foreign?", 
this  collector's  answer  will  always  be  - "Sure,  doesn't  everyone?".

A GOLD  COIN  FIND! 

A young  couple  in  Lancashire,  England  were  converting  an  18th  century 
barn  into  a home  and  found  gold!  Forty— four  gold  sovereigns  fell  out 
of  a wall  they  were  pulling  apart.  The  coins  reportedly  all  in  mint 
condition  dated  back  to  1838.  Under  British  law,  a coroner's  inquest 
will  determine  if  it  is  treasure  trove,  that  is,  purposely  hidden  and 
the  finders  will  receive  full  value.

DIE  TETRADRACHMENPRAGUNG  VON  SYRAKUS  (The  Tetradrachms  of  Syracuse ), 
by  Lauri  O.Th.Tudeer.  287pp  text;  7 plates  of  143  coins;  key  and  coin 
sources.  Hard  cover.  OBOL  reprint.  $40.00. 

This  very  erudite  work  in  German  requires  a good  working  knowledge  of 
that  language  for  it  to  be  read  and  used.  Originally  an  article  in 
Vol.  XXX  of  Zeitschrift  fur  Numismatik  it  also  appeared  in  a very  lim- 
ited edition  in  Berlin  in  1913. 

The  first  77  pages  deal  with  the  individual  coins  as  well  as  a very 
large  section  of  the  whereabouts  (collection)  of  each  coin.  Somewhere 
along  the  way  113  coins  were  illustrated  in  that  text  which  would  have 
made  the  volume  more  usable. 

In  point  of  fact  this  is  a study  of  the  tetradrachms  of  Syracuse  from 
429-399  B.C.,  in  number  694.  It  includes  the  legends,  symbols,  but  the 
main  work  is  given  over  to  the  matter  of  chronology  and  style.  Since 
so  many  of  the  coins  were  the  work  of  known  artists,  Tudeer  studies 
the  die  makers,  comparing  the  workmanship  with  that  of  other  Sicilian 
and  non-Sicilian  tetradrachms. 

The  book  is  a must  for  any  library  of  classical  history  and  art,  as 
well  as  being  so  for  major  museums  with  specimens  of  these.  Perhaps 
the  particular  value  of  the  study  is  because  the  Sicilian  tetradrachms 
of  the  finest  period  are  considered  by  most  to  be  the  peak  of  numis- 
matic art  and  work  of  all  time. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  have  some  idea  as  to  how  many  additional 
specimens  have  come  to  light  since  the  book  was  written  at  the  turn  of 
the  century  and  if  there  are  any  new  artists  known.  The  book  also 
deals  with  counterfeits,  but  it  is  probable  there  have  also  been  more 
of  these  as  well.

Dundua 'a  monograph  is  the  first  scientific  and  complete  catalogue  of 
the  1080  Roman  (1  Parthian)  silver  and  gold  coins  of  the  lst-3rd  cen- 
turies found  in  the  villages  of  Eki  (907  pieces)  and  Sepieti  (377 
pieces)  in  western  Georgia  in  1931  and  1971  respectively.  The  hard- 
cover book  has  a preface  with  texts  in  Russian  and  Georgian  (pps  13-22) 
in  which  some  questions  of  the  interrelationship  between  Colchis  and 
Rome  are  examined  on  the  basis  of  the  catalogue  of  coins  found  at  Eki 
(pps  25-106)  and  at  Sepieti  (pps  107-178) . The  38  plates  leave  much 
to  be  desired. 
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Dzhalagainia 1 s work  considers  the  foreign  coins  in  monetary  circulation 
in  Georgia  from  the  5th  through  the  13th  centuries,  and  consists  of  a 
preface  (pps.  5-7);  Chapter  1:  Circulation  of  Sasanid  drachms  in  Georgia 
in  the  5th-7th  centuries,  and  attribution  of  Sasanid  drachms  especially 
in  Georgia  (pps.  8-35);  Chapter  2:  Kufic  coinage  in  circulation  in 
Georgia  in  the  8th-10th  centuries  including  Arab-Sasanid  and  Kufic 
coins  (pps.  36-73);  Chapter  3:  Foreign  coins  in  monetary  circulation  in 
Georgia  during  the  11th  through  the  beginning  of  the  13th  centuries 
(pps.  74-102);  Chapter  4:  Foreign  coins  in  monetary  circulation  in 
Georgia  during  the  13th  century  (pps.  103-132);  and  a conclusion  (pps. 
133-136).  The  appendices  (pps.  137-150)  consists  of  indices  (pps. 
137-144),  contents  of  the  plates  (pps.  145-150),  41  plates,  4 maps, 
and  a table  of  contents.  The  plates  of  this  soft-cover  book  are 
scarcely  usable. 

The  13th  hard  cover  volume  of  Numizmatika  i Epigrapfika  contains  8 
articles:  Ju.  S.  Badal'jants'  "Opyt  khronologicheskoi  klassif ikatsii 

Rodosskikh  fabrikantskikh  kleim"  (pps.  3-12),  a preliminary  chrono- 
logical classification  of  Rhodian  stamped  amphora  handles ; N.  A.  Fro- 
lova's "Monetnoe  delo  Riskuporida  III  (211-226  gg.i.e.)"  (Money  Econ- 
omy of  Riskuporid)  (pps.  13-37),  with  excellent  plates  I-XXII;  M.  N. 
Fedorov's  "Politicheskaj a istorija  Karakhanidov  vo  vtoroi  polovine 
XI  v."  (pps.  38-57),  a political-historical  look  at  the  Qarakhanids 
in  the  second  half  of  the  11th  century,  with  a photo  of  a fals  of  Ilaq 
dated  408  A.H.,  and  line  drawings;  G.  A.  Fedorov-Davydov' s Klad  sere- 
brjanykh  Dzhuchidskikh  monet  s Selitrennogo  gorodishcha"  (pps.  58-76) 
with  four  plates  of  line  drawings  of  silver  Jujid  coins  from  the  hoard; 
A.  S.  Mel'nikova's  "Sistematizatsija  monet  Ivana  IV  if  Fedora  Ivano- 
vicha  (1533-1598)"  (pps  77-137)  with  tables,  10  plates  of  line  drawings 
and  beautiful  photographs;  and  V.  A.  Durov's  "Ivan  Pososhkov-Denezhnyi 
master"  (pps.  138-141),  with  a plate  of  the  coins  of  Peter  I.

"Ylym"  1979.  Cost  1 rouble  3 kopecks  = $3.90  from  Victor  P.  Kamkin's 
Book  Store,  Inc.,  12224  Parklawn  Drive,  Rockville,  Maryland. 

This  useful  work  is  a catalog  of  the  coins  of  the  Great  Seljuks,  and 
deals  with  2,898  pieces  from  published  and  unpublished  sources.  The 
book  begins  with  a note  from  the  author  (pps.  3-4),  and  continues  with 
the  coinage  of  Rukn  ad-Din  Talib  Toghril  Bek  ( // 1 — 8 3 ) (pps.  5-23),  Alp 
Arslan  Muhammad  (#84-155)  (pps.  24-43),  Malikshah  b.Alp  Arslan  (#156- 
231)  (pps.  44-64),  Nasru  d-Din  Mahmud  b. Malikshah  (#232-234)  (pps.  65- 
66),  Barkiyaruk  b. Malikshah  (#235-262)  (pps.  67-73),  Muhammad  b. Malik- 
shah (#263-285)  (pps.  74-80),  Sanjar  b. Malikshah  (#286-309)  (pps.  81- 
87),  Sanjar  b. Malikshah  (#310-436)  (pps.  88-120),  Vassals  of  the  Sal- 
juks  (#437-521)  (pps.  121-147),  Supplement  to  the  Catalog  (#1-8)  (pps. 
148-151,  a Mint  Index  (pps.  152-153),  a Register  of  Data  (metal,  de- 
nomination, ruler,  mint,  date,  weight,  and  diameter)  (pps.  154-166), 
a list  of  abbreviations  of  sources  cited  (p . 167),  tables  of  line 
drawings  of  symbols  that  appear  on  the  pieces  (pps.  168-172),  and  an 
index  (p.  173).  Despite  the  lack  of  photographs,  this  book  should  be 
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great  interest  to  those  interested  in  this  series.

This  glossy,  well-done  work  is  a collection  of  six  articles:  1.  V. 

Potin,  "Zoltye  zapadnye  monety  na  territorii  Russkogp gosudarstva  XIV- 
XVII  vekov"  (European  gold  coins  in  fourteenth  to  seventeenth  century 
Russia)  (pps.  5-28)  based  on  Russian  and  foreign  sources;  2.  M.  L'vov, 
"'Velikoknjazheskie ' novgorodki  (opyt  poshtepel 'nogo  analiza  russkikh 
monet  XV  v."  ('Novgorodki'  of  grand  princes.  A study  in  the  comparative 
die  linkage  analysis  of  fifteenth  century  Russian  coins)  (pps.  29-47) 
in  which  the  author  establishes  that  the  coins  of  Novgorodian  Grand 
princes  were  engraved  immediately  after  those  bearing  the  sovereign 
inscription,  and  that  the  normal  weight  of  this  series  tends  to  reach 
the  Kolner  gram  (0.812-0.813)  or  is  identical  to  this  value;  3.  M.  P. 
Sotnikova  & I.  G.  Spasskii,  "Russkie  klady  slitkov  i monet  v Ermitazhe" 
(Russian  hoards  of  ingots  and  coins  in  the  Hermitage)  (pps.  48-103); 

4.  V.  A.  Kalinin,  "Russkaja  kladovaja  keramika  v Ermitazhe"  (Russian 
hoard  pottery  in  the  Hermitage  Collection)  (pps.  95-103)  dealing  with 
thirty  various  earthenware  vessels  found  with  coins,  most  of  which 
are  published  here  for  the  first  time;  5.  M.  P.  Sotnikova,  "Materialy 
k topografii  nakhodok  russkikh  money  XIV-XX  vekov,  zaregistrirovannye 
v Ermitazhe  v 1948-1974  godakh"  (Materials  relating  to  the  topography 
of  find  of  Russian  coins  fourteenth  to  twentieth  centuries  registered 
by  the  Hermitage  in  1948-74  (pps.  104-154)  including  over  400  records 
which,  for  various  reasons,  were  not  included  in  the  earlier  reports 
of  1920-1970.  The  abbreviations,  summaries,  and  indexes  are  found  on 
pages  155-168.  Excellent  plates,  line  drawings  and  charts  enhance 
this  useful  publication  which  belongs  on  the  shelves  of  those  who  are 
interested  in  Russian  numismatics.

This  is  a dictionary  of  numismatic  terms  from  ABAZ  to  YUNIKORN  (pps. 
7-199)  plus  a selected  bibliography  of  200  titles  (pps.  200-207), 
world  monetary  exchanges  (pps.  208-21y) , an  alphabetical  index  (pps. 
217-224),  followed  by  52  plates  of  292  illustrative  pieces.  The 
plates  leave  much  to  be  desired.

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COINS  OF  MEXICO,  by  Frank  W.  Grove.  474pp,  illus.,  hardbound,  8-3/4" 
x 11-1/2".  Published  by  Quarterman  Publications,  Inc.,  5 South  Union 
Street,  Lawrence,  Mass.

Frank  W.  Grove's  new  book  COINS  OF  MEXICO  is  well  worth  the  60  dollar 
price.  Its  474  pages  lists  8040  Mexican  pieces  of  the  colonial,  re- 
publican and  revolutionary  periods,  plus  the  Iturbide  and  Maximilian 
empires.  Each  coin  type  is  described  in  almost  excessive  detail  fol- 
lowed by  dates,  assayers  and  prices  in  four  categories.  Coins  up  to 
1823  are  priced  in  VG,  F,  VF  and  EF,  while  those  from  1824  to  date 
are  listed  in  F,  VF,  EF  and  UNC.  Book  prices  will  not  please  every- 
one, but  they  never  do.  In  many  cases  prices  are  low  in  the  UNC  col- 
umn. There  is  a concise  index  at  the  back  of  the  book. 

The  part  of  the  text  describing  coins  is  almost  letter  perfect  in 
Latin,  Spanish  and  English.  An  exception  is  found  in  the  revolution- 
ary coins  of  Guerrero  state  where  JUSTICA  should  read  JUSTICIA.  The 
same  care  was  not  taken  with  the  explanatory  text  and  preface  in  Eng- 
lish, but  Frank  never  did  get  high  marks  in  spelling.  We  give  him 
superior  grades  for  his  extensive  coin  research  and  photography  which 
is  the  most  important  part  of  any  numismatic  reference  book.

A NUMISMATIC  HISTORY  OF  THE  BIRMINGHAM  MINT,  by  James  0.  Sweeny. 

256pp,  illus.,  hard  cover,  6"  x 9-1/2".  Published  by  The  Birmingham 
Mint  Ltd.,  Icknield  Street,  Birmingham,  England.  Available  from  Spink 
& Son  Ltd.,  Book  Dept.,  5-7  King  Street,  St.  James,  London  SW1Y  6 QS, 
England.  £11  postpaid. 

Specialists  in  the  British  Commonwealth  series  will  welcome  this  new 
book  as  it  catalogues  in  detail  in  the  catalogue  section  for  the  first 
time  all  known  coinages  produced  by  The  Birmingham  Mint  up  to  1970, 
together  with  many  rare  patterns,  specimens  and  special  strikes.  Il- 
lustrations include  238  coins  and  73  other  items.  The  coins  are  cata- 
logued by  country,  alphabetically,  with  a short  text  on  historical 
matters  pertaining  to  the  coinage.  The  metal,  mintmark,  mintage  and 
Yeoman  number  are  listed  for  each  date  coin.  All  the  main  designs  or 
type  coins  are  illustrated  with  photographs  of  the  coins  from  the 
Mint's  own  collection  wherever  possible. 

The  book  traces  the  company's  history  from  the  early  business  activit- 
ies of  the  founding  Heaton  family  in  the  late  18th  century  through  to 
the  present  day.  The  fundamental  influence  of  The  Birmingham  Mint  on 
the  development  of  world  coinage  is  demonstrated  fully,  and  some  fas- 
cinating new  light  is  thrown  on  its  relations  with  the  British  Royal 
Mint  during  the  19th  and  20th  centuries.  There  are  also  chapters  on 
The  Birmingham  Mint's  development  of  minting  equipment  and  its  role  in 
building  many  of  the  early  national  mints,  from  China  to  Columbia. 

The  various  mintmarks  used  by  the  Heatons  on  their  coins,  including 
the  well-known  "H",  are  described  in  detail.  The  book  is  fully  illus- 
trated with  contemporary  photographs  and  prints. 

The  appendices  select  some  special  aspects  of  the  Mint's  history  for 
more  detailed  treatment,  such  as  the  contract  to  operate  the  Marseilles 
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Mint  in  France  in  the  1850's,  the  Soho  Mint  auction,  and  the  early  in- 
volvement with  Australian  tokens. 

The  Birmingham  Mint  is  a unique  enterprise,  being  the  oldest  non- 
government mint  still  in  operation  today.  Since  1850  when  as  Ralph 
Heaton  & Sons,  it  first  created  the  minting  field  by  buying  at  auction 
much  of  the  equipment  of  Mathew  Boulton's  defunct  Soho  Mint,  it  has 
manufactured  currency  for  well  over  100  governments  and  issuing  author- 
ities in  all  parts  of  the  world.

A GUIDE  TO  REPUBLICAN  AND  IMPERIAL  ROMAN  COINS,  by  Harold  Mattingly. 
800pp  text,  plus  index  and  bibliography.  Hardback.  $15.00.  Obol 
reprint . 

This  is  the  most  useful  and  practical  book  that  Obol  has  reprinted 
this  year  and  at  modern  prices  it  is  very  inexpensive.  First  publish- 
ed in  London  in  1927,  it  has  long  been  out  of  print  and  expensive  at 
sales.  Note  that  this  is  a GUIDE  and  not  a catalog.  He  deals  with 
coins  ranging  from  the  early  Aes  Grave  of  Rome  through  the  gold  coins 
of  Manuel  II  Palaeologus  of  the  Eastern  Empire.  Written  by  one  of  the 
foremost  scholar/numismatists  of  the  20th  century,  the  book  paints  a 
vivid  picture  of  the  development  of  the  Roman  coinage  throughout  the 
above  periods.  Some  97  coins  and  11  figure  illustrations  from  the 
British  Museum  collection  serve  as  illustrations.  Remembering  how 
the  Roman  coinage  was  to  influence  the  later  coinages  of  Europe,  one 
can  readily  see  the  value  of  the  work.  It  is  as  essential  for  anyone 
who  wishes  to  understand  coinage,  as  it  is  for  the  specialist  in  Roman 
coins.  It  is  an  invaluable  reference  book  for  any  library,  be  it  club 
or  museum. 

As  a small  personal  touch,  I had  the  privilege  of  knowing  Harold  Mat- 
tingly well  and  have  a considerable  number  of  letters  from  him  in  my 
collection.  I always  picture  has  as  I last  saw  him.  He  was  explain- 
ing some  point  about  some  of  my  coins  to  me,  peering  rather  short- 
sightedly at  them.  The  thick  lens  of  his  glasses  were  so  dirty  I won- 
dered how  he  could  see  any  details  at  all. 

Dr.  Mattingly  was  at  High  School  and  Cambridge  with  one  of  my  uncles. 
Once  when  I was  staying  with  the  latter,  while  only  16,  I had  spoken 
of  Mattingly  as  the  sort  of  person  and  career  I would  like  to  be.  It 
was  during  the  depression  when  my  father  had  bankrupted  and  my  uncle 
considered  I should  be  thinking  of  a career  that  meant  money  and  po- 
sition. In  the  process  of  the  discussion  he  made  a rather  disparaging 
remark  about  Mattingly's  career  at  school  and  in  life.  I then  replied, 
with  more  truth  than  I ever  dreamed  of,  "His  name  and  work  will  be 
known  and  respected  long  after  you  have  been  forgotten."  As  it  hap- 
pened, my  uncle  ended  his  life  in  obscurity  in  Greece,  whereas  Matting- 
ly's name  and  works  are  known  to  scholars  the  world  over.
